modious  meanes ?  and  motive  to  appeafe  our  grand

thee  in  the  time  of  trouble:  but  requireth  aC*- 
venant  from  the  Tenant ,  to  make  a  two-fold 
payment,  of  a  Fine,  Call  upon  me:  and  of  a 
continuall  Rent ,  Thou  Jhalt  praife  me.  Call  up¬ 
on  me  in  the  time  of  trouble :  /  m Shear e  thee^and 
thou  jhalt  praife  me. 

If  a  Land-lord  doth  covenant ,  that  payment 
(hall  be  made  to  his  owne per [on ,  and  doth  per- 
fonally  put  his  Tenant  in  mind  of  his  purpofe, 
if  no  prefeription  nor  precedent  was  ever 
knowneto  the  contrary,  butfirme  reafon  to 
avouch  it :  If  the  Tenant  of  his  owne  head  will 
tender  his  mony,  to  his  fellow ,  to  a  Stranger ; 
eyther,  being  eyther  a  or  Abfent,  Shall 

he  not  worthily  loofe  both  Fine  and  Rent  {  and  ! 
run  an  hazard  to  caufe  his  Landlord,  to  thruH 
him  out  of  his  Tenement ,  by  a  Claufe  of  Re¬ 
entries. 

So,  (ince  our  great  God,  our  Grand  Land - 
Lord,  doth  here  thrice  recite  his  Covenant  CaS 
upon  M<u>,  l  will  htare  thee ,  and  thou  jhalt  praife 
me :  and  doth  thrice  repeate  the  memoran¬ 
dum  thereof  to  us  ^  Call  Thou  upon  l  will 
heare  Thee ,  and  thou  jhalt  praife  wo, 

Since  the  fame  Covenant  is  renewed  in  the 
New  Teftament,  Come  untome, &c.  ejiiath, 
11.28.  And  not  one  Precept  or  Patterne  to  the 
contrary  can  be  produced  eyther  from  the 
New  or  'old  Teftament  and  that  the  Patterne 
of  all  prayer,  our  Pater  Nojlcr ,  doth  fliew  that 
the  Objefl  of  a\\  Prayer  is  God  alone  •  founded 
alfo  upon  firme  Reajon  prompted  by  Religion , 
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it  felfc ;  he  whom  we  Pray  to ,  we  muft  alio  Be- 
leeve  on,  Rom. 10. 14.  And  the  per  Ton  who  is 

the  0  l>je  ft  of  our  prayer,  muft  be  oyvasns 
the  Seer  of our  Hearts,  Aft,  i.  .14,  If  now  a  man, 

by  an  eSeAeSfuoxetas,  out  of  his  owne  Devotion , 
will  tender  his  'Prayer  to  a  Sainr ,Dead,  in  Hea- 
x'rw- perhaps  never  extant  in  rerttm  natura,ooe 
who  never  lived  on  earth  ■  doth  he;  not  deme¬ 
rit  to  forfeit  both  Pine  and  ifr»r,that  his  Prayer 
and  Praifc  (hould  bee  frivolous  <  yea,  when 
he  fhalltaile,  to  be  thrufi  outoftbefeEverla- 
fting  T, abernaclcs  * 

Not  to  rove  in  thefe  figurative  phrafes  •  but 
to  fpeake  plainly  to  the  point:  I  fay,  verbis 
formalibus  in  exprdTe  termes ,  Invocation  of 
Saints,  or  Praying  to  the  Dead,  efpecially  as  it 
ispra&ifedin  the  Church  of  Rom  ,  is  Erro¬ 
neous  :  yea  a  Ridiculous , mi  Impious  Error, 

An  Errour  it  is  in  truth  j  becaufe  all  fubftan- 
rialladts  of  Religion  are  fuch,  which  art  not 
found  in,  nor  foundedon  the  Scriptures.  And 
that  old  phrafe,  of  old  Iohn  Wicklifpe 
cannot  eafily  bee  anfwered  by  our  new  DoJ 
(ftors  of  Rome.  Saints  (faith  he)  are  not  to  be 
Prayed  unto,  becaulcthat  they  themfelves  are 
bat  (bearewith  thehomelindfeofour  anci¬ 
ent  Englith  language)i<r»4wr ,  that  is  Servants. 

And  a  Ridiculous  errour  it  is  :  becaufe  the 
Saints  in  the  Roman  Church  dome  are  in  Heaven 
as  the  Apoftles ;  fomc  are  on  Earth,  as  the  Pope. 
fonae  are  perhaps  in  Hell,  as  square  any  bee’ 

made 
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made  of  St.Dominick>  that  cruell  fire-brand  of 
that  bloody  warre  againft  the  Albigenfes :  and 
alfo  of  Saint  Garnet  fhit  match  to  our  match. 
leflc  Gunne-powdcr  treafon  herein  England, 

Some  did  never  Live  ^  as  Saint  Longine 3 
who  was  the  Speare  ;  and  Eloi,  who  were  the  ! 
Nailes  which  pierced  the  blefTed  body  of  our 
blcfTed  Saviour,  Saints  they  have  for  feve- 
rall  difeafes-  Saint  l Apolhma  for  the  Tooth - 
ach>  Saint  Otilia  for  Blear'd  Eyes ,  Saint  Roche 
for  the  Poxe ,  Saint  Erafmus  for  the  CoSicke , 
Saint  Blafus  for  the  Jguinjie  5  and  Saint  Petro - 
niPa  for  the  Feaver :  moreovcr^Saint  Wendc- 
lint  for  Sheopey  Saint  Anthony  for  Swine,  and 
Saint  Gertrude  for  Mice  and  Pats. 

As  wifely  did  that  fage  Senate  of  Scotland 
fome  fixtie  yeercs  fince/oberly  difpute, whe¬ 
ther  in  their  Prayers  3  Pater  Nofler  might  not 
be  faid  to  Saints. 

And  fome  FoUie  feemeth  to  bee  acknow¬ 
ledged  in  this  PopifJj  Devotion  3  by  one  of  the 
wifeft  Cardinals  that  ever  ferved  the  Pope  : 
Cardinall  Peron  freely  confeffed  to  learned 
Cafaubone,  that  he  had  never  frayed  to  Saint ,  in 
;  all  his  life  long,fave  onely  when  he  hapned  to 
follow  the  Procefsion. 

Impious  alfo  is  the  Papiflicatl  Invocation  of 
Saints  :  not  onely  becaufc  they  Call  upon 

x/hctu,  x\ the  Creature  as  they  doe  the 
Creator  •  with  which  cur  King  of  England 
doth  charge  them  by  the  pen  of  that  mod 
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Winch  eft. 
P  e (i  hum, 

and  62, 


Afohgjik. 
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learned  French  man.  And  the  learned  inftance 
in  the  P falter  of  Cardinall  B  on  a venture  jwhere- 
k  in  the  Prayers  properly  powred  out  unto  Gody 
arc  totidem  fyffabis  in  the  fame  termes  turned 
to  the  Bleffed  Virgwe .  As  for,  G  Lord  in  thee 
;  have  l put  my  tru/l ,  let  me  ne  ver  he  confounded : 
they  pray,  O  Lady  in  thee  have  1  put  my  trufl , 
let  me  never  be  confounded^  c. 

And  our  late  learned  Bjfhop  of  Vfinchc- 
(lery  maketh  it  good  againft  Cardinall  Perony 
that  ( in  them  publike  popiih  Prayer  Boohs) 
in  their  Breviaries ,  B cures ,  and  Rofaries  -y  they 
Abfolutely ,  Direttlyy  and  Finally  pray  to  Saints . 
And  that  they  Pray ,  Due ,  Conducy  Indue  y  dr 
Perdue  me  ad  Gloriam  •  Bring  me e  to  glory y to  a 
£4/0;-.'  more  than  which,  cannot  be f aid  to  God 
Himfelfe . 

But  moreover, they  doe  to.r>pmivfnix.'li<re$ 

Toy  k'Iiot&vTcl  Rom.i.iy.  they  Call  upon  the 
Creature  more  than  upon  the  Creator -joho  is  bleffed 
for  evermore ,  Amen . 

In  the  time  of  Poperie  ,  at  the  Cathedrall 
Church  of  Canterbury ,  there  were  three  prxnci* 
pall  Images  •  one  confecrated  to  Chrijl ,  ano¬ 
ther  to  the  yirginc  Maryy  and  the  third  to  Tho¬ 
mas  Becket.  But  fo,  that  their  annuall  Oblati¬ 
ons  to  Saint  Thomas ,  were  1000.  pounds  ,  to 
the  bieffed  Virgine,  200.  pounds,  but  to  our 
moft  bleffed  Saviour ,  fome  y ceres,  &  pounds 
I  13.  (hillings  4*  pence :  fome  yeeres,  3.  pounds 
6 .  (hillings  8.  pence  ,  and  Hoc  anno  Nihil , 

fome 
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fome  y ceres  juft  nothing .  This  the  record  j 
of  our  Reverend  Bifhop  of  Durefme  ,  out  of 
their  owne  Regiftcr. 

The  popular  Popifh  pratftice  is,  to  Pray 
morey and  more  zealoujly  toS aints ,  than  to  our 
Saviour  y faith  our  learnedBiihop  of  Chichefter? 

Nay,  there  have  becne  Papifts,  who  have 
publikely  taught, that  Chrift  did  retaine  to  bim- 
felfe  the  rigour  of  luftice  y  hut  left  to  the  Blejjed 
Firgine  Mary ,  Grace  and  CMercie.  This  isa- 
vouched  againft  their  moft  learned  Cardinal^ 
by  our  more  learned  Kingy  now  with  God 
Almighty. 

I  fuppofe  therefore,  that  I  Brre  neither  by 
FoUiCj  nor  yet  by  Impietie ,  if  I  challenge  the 
Praying  to  Saints  in  the  Church  of  Borne  to  bee 
a  Ridiculous  Impious  Err  our. 

Now,  flneefome  may  cenfure  this  Sen- 
tcnce,to  bee  but  Angle,  of  one  Angularly  cen- 
forious  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  I  will  firme 
it  with  the  judgement  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land. 

The  Church  of  England  in  King  Edwards 
dayes,  fpeaketh  to  this  purpofe  in  her  Homilie 
concerning  Prajer.  There  are  certaine  condi¬ 
tions  moft  requifice  to  bee  found  in  him  unto 
whom  wee  Pray  5  and,  if  they  bee  not  found  in 
the  perfon  wee  Cad  upon  •  then  doth  our  Prayer  | 
availe  us  nothing,  but  it  is  altogether  Fame,  j 
i°.  That  he  is  Able  tohcJpeus,  That  he 
bee  Willing .  30.  That  he  can  Heare  our  Prayer .  | 
40.  That  he  doth  Fnderjlandoux  Wants } better : 
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than  weeour  felves,  Ifthefc  bee  found  in  the 
Saints,  we  may  lav/fully  Pray  unto  them.  But 
fince  they  are  not  •  to  Pray  unto  Saints  is  alto¬ 
gether  vaint.  This  was  the  judgement  of  the 
church  of  England  in  King  Edwards  d  ayes. 

The  Church  of  England  under  Queene  E- 
li  zae  eth  ,  was  like Qu_.  Elizabeth,/?^- 
perEadem,  and  fpeaketh  thusto  this  point,  in 
her  Ksipologie  :  It  is  a  fhamtfuH  part , and  full  of 
I nfidehtie,  that  we  fee  every  where  uftd  in  thz^j 
Churches  of  our  adver fanes,  that  they  have  Me- 
di  at  ours  utterly  without  the  Authority  oftht^j 
word  of  God,  more  than  can  he  told ,  yea  to  each 
[ever  all  Saint  they  affigne  then  peculiar  duties 9 
and finally  they  doz^s  mofl  Impiously  call  upon 
the  blejjed  virgin  to  command  her  Sonne,  and  to 
nfe  a  Mothers  authority  over  him. 

Our  now  living  learned  Bifhop  of  Ely ,  was 
chofenby  our  then  living  learned  King,  to  be 
the  Champion  for  the  Church  of  England ,  a- 
gainft  the  challenge  of  Father  Fisher,  lefts  - , 
ite  .  for  .the  Church  of  Kornev.  Knowing 
certainly  what  the  judgement  of  the  Church 
of  England  was  under  our  famous  K.  Iam  e  «, 
hefayth*  that  the  Popifh  impofing  of  offices, 
and  attributing  Deliverances  unto  Saints  de- 
ceafed,  is  Heathemjh  Superfition:  their  Pray¬ 
ers,  V owes ,  and  Oblations  to  them,  Iewifh  idola - 
trit^j:  and  their  authorized  devotions  to  the 


bldfed  Virgin  Marie,  Sacrilegious  Blasphe¬ 
mies. 


The  Bifhop  of  Chichejler  which  is  now 
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(whomlfearc  not  to  call,  one  of  thebeft 
read,  this  day  alive ,  in  the  Church  Hiflories ) 
certainly  knoweth  full  well  the  judgment  of 
the  Church  of  England, under  our  happy  King 
Charles  (whom  the  King  of  Kings  grant 
long  &  long  to  be  King  over  us  ! )  from  which 
he  would  not  varie,  when  he  avoucheth  this : 
I  know  that  in  point  of  practice  and  perfor¬ 
mance,  the  vulgar  people  in  the  Church  of 
Romts,  goe  to  it  downe-right,  with  dirc$  ad- 
drefle  indeed^  unto  Flat  impiety  againfl  God, 
and  Idolatry  in  their  ordinary  devotions  unto 
the  Creatures .  And  concludcth  it  a  point  of 
,  plaint  Tolly ,  and  ridiculous  4b fur  ditit ,  as  it  is 
by  them  conceived, Taught,  and  layd  down?, 
even  by  the  tnoft  Learned,  Iudicious,md  Advi- 
fed  amongft  them. 

Finally ,  the  judgement  of  the  Church  of 
England ,  perpetuated,  from  King  Ed  war  *>,by 
Queene  El  i  l  ab  bth  ,  and  King  I  am  e  s  to 
our  honoured  King  Charl  e  s,  is  conteyned 
inthe  Booke  of  Articles.  Which  in  the  22 . 
fpeaketh  thefe  words:  The  Invocation  of  Saints , 
it  a  fond  thing  vainly  invented ,  and  grounded  up¬ 
on  no  warrant  of  Scriptures,  And  the  Author 
of  the  Analyfts  of  thofe  Articles  undertak  e 
to  demonftrate  further,  the  Vanitie,  and 
Jdolatrie  of  the  Popifls  Invocat  ion  of  Saints. 

Vpon  thefe  firme  premifes,  I  will  forme 
my  Conclufionin  the  words  of  that  Divines 
King ,  indeed  of  that  King  of  Divines,  King 
Iames.  F  or  af much, as  our  good, and  great  God , 
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of  bis  infinite  mercy ,  hath  delivered  us  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  of  this  lUnd,  from  the  mere  than  Egyptian 
darkneffe ,  1  cannot  but  wonder  at  the  lnconjlancy 
of  too  many  in  this  age  3  and  their  fond  offering  of 
Novelty ,  who  like  the  Exchange of  G  l  k  n  c  u  $ , 
with  D10MEDES3  resetting  the  pure  truth, and 
unbracing  Painted fab  lessee  (hut  the  eyes  oft  heir 
undemanding,  and  thru  fling  their  heads  into 
the  former  rmfl ,  doe  wilfully  ref  ufe,  the^  light  of 
the^j  truth,  which  ibey  might  mofi happily  in- 
joy. 

Thus  Tome  Papifts,  like  ungraccfull  and un~ 

;  confcionable  Tenants ,  doe  difclaime  their  un¬ 
doubted  Land-lord  *  and  intitle  Jlrangers  to 
their  Tenement.  But  we  will  Suum  cuique 
render  unto  God,  the  things  which  belong  to  God : 
and  will  acknowledge  Him,  and  Onely  him  to 
be  our  Lord  Paramont.  Efpccially,  fince  hee 
doth.call  upon  usfo  often,  and  fo  earneftly 
in  this  Text :  Call  upon  M  e  1  in  the  time  of trou¬ 
ble  :  I  will  hcare  thee,  and  thou  {halt  praife  M  b  e  . 

In  the  time  of  trouble  !  Surely  our  Time  of  the 
Plague,  was  a  Time  of  trouble ;  When  there  dy¬ 
ed  each  weeke  in  this  City  and  Suburbes  above 
a  Thoufand,  and  in  particular  Parifhcs  above 
an  Hundred:  then  was  a  Time  of  trouble: 
When  the  Able. fled  cito,  longe,  tarde ;  and 
the  Multitude  muftrarry3  notwithftanding,  a 
multitude  of  Dangers  totbefelve$,to  ththfer- 
vants,  but  efpecially  to  their  poorc  Children, 
then  was  a  T  ime  of  trouble .  When  Tradefmen, 
became poer.e:  when  the  Poore  became  Beggars: 

and 
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and  when  the  Beggars  werereadie  to  Jlarve : 
then  was  a  T ime  of  T rouble . 

When  Trading  was  lb  dead  ,  that  the  Grave- 
maker  had  the  moft  imploy  ment  of  any  in  the 
whole  Parifh,  then  was  a  Time  of  Trouble. 

When  the  Bell  told  ten  or  eleven  times  in  one 
Dayy  in  fome  Pariflies  in  one  Houre  3  and  the 

Bearer  looked  when  his  owne  (  7 r1  apta) 

Carkeife ,  fhould  make  up  the  full  dozen: 

7 hen  was  a  time  of  trouble.  When  feventy  fa. 
milies  were  (hut  up  at  once3in  one  Pariftgand 
the  Parifhioncrs  were  forced  to  flie  to  the 
Citieand  Countie  ,  in  that  woeful!  phrafe, 

John  6.5  •  Whence  Jhall  roe  buy  Bready  that  thefe 
may  cate  ?  T hen  was  a  time  of  trouble.  But !  Cyprian  de 
principally,  when  (as  St.  Cyprian  complained  !  mortalitate, 
of  the  Plagve  at  Carthage )  inter  populum  fre¬ 
quent  e  fir  age  morlentem  y  nemo  eonfiderat  fe  ejfe 
mortaltm ,  when  in  fome  pariflies  it  became  a 
defperate  proverbe  amongft  prefumptious 
people ;  that  the  Plague  would  not  decreafe  y  till 
the  inf  died  had  their  libertie  :  and  in  other  pa- 
rifhes ,  w hen  (as  the  fame  Saint  complaineth 
of  the  fame  plague ,  in  the  fame  place  that)  they  ' 
were  ad pietat is  obfequium  trinidt  5  ad  tmpialu- 
cra  ttmerarf 

When  the  found  and  the  ficke  were  more  j 
ingenious  and  induftrious  to  mingle  together,  j 
then  the  moft  diligent  and  vigilant  Officers  j 
could  be  laborious  to  provide  provision  for,  j 
the  infe&cd Then  ,  then  was  our  time  of  trou- 
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hie.  Then  did  we  expe<ft  that  that  Peflu,  would 
have  beetle  Perefk^ the  moft  Devouring  Plague , 
that  e vet-hid  waft  this  famous  Citie.  Loe, 
then  wat  a  time  of  trouble. 

In  that  time  of  trouble  f  how  did  the  Heart 
of  thofe  who  had  any  fearc  of  God  before 
their  eyes,  hunt  after  a  Tenement  to  (hroude 
them  from  that  terrible  tempe/l  ?  a  Nofocomi- 
um,  an  Hojpitall  to  cure  them  of  that  contagi¬ 
on?  Pen  Afylum ,  a  Citie  of  refuge  to  runne 
to,  from  the  fword  of  that  Deftroyer  ?  an  houfe 
to  harbour  them ,  in  that  time  of  trouble  ?  Be¬ 
hold  the  Lord  himfelfe,  doth  heere  offer 
us  one,of  his  owne  tender  mercy  /» the  time 
|  of  trouble ,/  mil  heare  thee. 

'  GOD  will  heare  man  in  the  time  of  trouble. 
This  is  a  Tenement  indeed :  nay, this  is  a  Tower 
6f  j f  length,  afionj  rocke  of  defence ,  and  a  City  of 
refuge  in  which  men  may  trufi.  But  non  cuivis 
contingit  adire  Cormhum ,  G  o  d  will  not  ad¬ 
mit  every  man  to  bee  his  Tenant :  But  onely 
fuch,  as  will  make  faithful!  payment  of  his 
Pine  primarily  ,  and.  of  his  Rent  perpetually  .• 
both  of  Prayer  and  Praife.

By  Pr4)(fr5the  fouler  of  Saint  Augustins  Auguft.CZ- 
was  ftved:  My  Mother  (Tayd  he)  /aw?  fef-5-9» 
each  day  to  Churchy  vt  a  te  poteret ,  non  aurum 
&  argentum^  to  pray  for  no  wealthy  nor  Riches • 
but  faJutem  anima  filij  [ut,  but  for  the  falva- 
tion  of  her  Sonnes  (ctilc^ .  By  Pr^e^the  Chri- 
ftians  put  to  flight  an  Armie  of  the  Aliams D 
fiyd  Iustine  theeJMartyr^  to  Antonin  e 
rhe  E mper c nr-  By  the  Prayer  of  one  Band  of 
C  hr  i  Hi  am  ,  the  whole  Armi^  of  the  Quads 
were  overwhelmed  with  ihundring  and  Light- 
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***£ ,  whence  they  were  furnamecl  Legio 
Fulminatrix ,  the  Tbtwdritg  Squadron.  And 
which  is  yet  more  admirable  than  all  thefe: 
it  pleafeth  G©d,  (cmetime  to  Hearetbe pray¬ 
er  of  a  Preacher  for  hh  Congregation ,  when  he 
will  not  vouchfafe  to  heare  him  praying  for  his 
owne  per  fen ,  layth  Saint  Augustine.  A 
truth  fo  evident,  thatit  is  not  unknowne  to 
the  very  Gentiles :  hence  the  Heathens  in  Cl  b  - 
mens  Alexandrinvs  called  their 
God,  f-tenos  Z tZs  of  iWras  ,  as  if  yce 
would  fay,  a  G  o  d  who  delighteth  in  tke_> 
Humble prayers  of  heart  it  petitioners.  P  l  i- 

n  i  e  fay  th,  that  there  is  a  Rocke  in  A  fa,  with 
the  S holder  not  to  be  moved ,  but  with  the  Fin. 
ger  moveable.  G  a  d  ,  is  that  Roche :  Merits 
the  holder ,  and  Prayer  the  Finger.  The 
moft  glorious  tJHefits  of  the  moil  jufteft 
Saint,  cannot move  Gob:  but  to  the  humble 
prayer  of  a  penitent  (inner;  oar  mercifull  Fu- 
therismoft  inclineable.  Prayer  Is  the  Bow 
off  ONATHAH,  which  never  t  times  backe . 
and  tile  Sword  of  Saul  which  never  returned 
emptie.  Yea,  Prayer  is  that  Bath  sheba 
«  and  beheld  a  greater,  than  Sglomcn  is 
here)  God  will  not  [ay  it  nay.  Nay  ,  Prayer 
is  that  Fine  which  God  will  receive,  from 
every  one  whom  he  (lull  receive  to  dwell  with 
him  in  fafety.  Wherefore  in  this  Text ,  hee 
calleth  upon  the  Troubled,  to  call  upon  Him,  lay¬ 
ing;  Call  upon  mee  in  the  time  of  Trouble]  and 
1 1  will  heare  thee>  r,n 
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CaSupon  mee  in  the  time  of  trouble, and  l  will 
hear e  thee  \  Alas  Lord  (will  Tome  fay)  in  this 
time  of our  trouble ,  in  this  time  of  our  heavy  trou¬ 
ble  by  the  plagve  *5  we  did  call  upon  thee ,  but  thou 
diddefl  not  heare  us.  According  to  that  feeling 
phrafein  our  excellent  prayer.  We  did  cry  unto 
thee  0  Lordjbutlhe  fore  runneth, and  ceafeth  not. 

If  fo  :  then  aflurcdly,  we  were  either  not 
Innocent,  or  not  intelligent . 

We  did  not  pray  with  that  penitence  of  the 
Ninivites ,  Ion.  3.8.  Wee  did  Pray  perhaps : 
but  wee  did  not  turne  every  one  from  his  evill 
way ,  and  from  the  rvickedneffc  which  is  in  his 
hand .  A  King  of  the  Sarazens  by  his  Em  bah 
fa-dour*  demanded  of  Godfrey  of  Bulline , 
how  hee  had  his  hands ,  Tam  do  Has  ad  pr&lian- 
dum,  foable  to  fight  ?  who  returned  him  this 
anfwere :  Quia  manm  femper  habui  pur  as ,  ah 
impuris  contaftibm  Peccati ,  because  I  never  de. 
filed  mine hands,  with  any  notorious  Sinne.  So, 
fhall  our  prayers  never  waffle ,  nor  have  power, 
nor  prevails  with  COO,  till  full:  we  fight  with, 
and  foile  our  owne  Sinne .  Th tLoad  (lone  loo- 
feth  his  Fertue ,  befmeared  with  Carlick:  and 
ou-r  Prayers  with  Sinne . 

Every  man  muff  pray  every  where  (faith 
the  Apoftlc)  i.T/w.2.8. but  with  this Provi- 
fo  :  wee  mu  ft  Pray  lifting  up  holy  hands, Now 
here  is  the  Remora  which  flopp’d  our  Prayers , 
under  full  fayle  towards  our  God  Almighty. 
Some  finnel  either  the  ffnne  of  our  Countrey, 
our  general!  unthankfulneffe  for  the  peaceable 
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inlying  of  the  Gofpetl !  which  G  )d  grant,  that 
one  day  it  draw  not  a  great  r  H.gue,  than  the 
great  Plague  upon  our  Nation*  dr  the  firmer 
of  our  Ci  tie.  even  the  finne  of  Sedome  $  Prides, 
1  diene ffe ,  and  Fulnefje  of  Bread:  but  I  mean e 
cfpecialiy,  Spiritnall  Bread :  when  Bis  plutt  in 
die  Manna  dt  Ccelo ,  as  Origene  fpeaketh  ;  when 
God  raineth  CM  anna  from  Heaven  twice  every 
£4^*^5inalmoft  all  our  Churches  i  and  yet 
many  of  the  people  fay  ,  their  Soules  doe  loath 
that  light  food  ;  Or,  the  finne  of  the  Suburbs , 
when  many  repined  undtr  the  Rod ,  an drefified 
Orders  injoy  ned  by  Authority  fin  the  very  time 
of  Infeiiton  ;as  if  the  Plaguy  had  given  them 
a  priviledgej 3  to  bee  like ,  either  the  lewes  in 
fudges  $  Every  one  to  doe  what  feemed  good  in  his 
owne  eyes ,  as  if  then  there  had  btene^j  no  King  in 
ifrael:  or,  to  bee  like  the  Judge  in  Luke,  who 
feared  not  God ,  neither  regarded  Man,  Or  final- 
ly5wee  all  gave  Indulgence  to  our  Perfonall 
finne^,  every  woman  to  her  Herode-j  5  every 
man  to  his  Herodias  ♦  every  perfbn  to  the  pri¬ 
vate  Shone  of  his  Befome ,  which  none  did 
know, faye  hee,  who  doth  fearchtht  bofome. 
Now  thef care  crying  Shines.  And  when  wee 
did  Call  for  Mercy  with  our  hppes ,  but  did  cry 
for  Judgements  by  enr  lives :  let  every  one  in¬ 
dued  with  Common  fence  judge ,  which  did 
fin  ke  the  cares  of  the  Lord  mojl  firong/y.  This 
( I  fee  re)  wasth  o-Caufe,  th.it  wee  did  call  upon 
the  Lor  elfin  that  time  of  our  trouble  hut  be  heard 
us  net . 
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Moreover,  as  we  were  not  innocent  when 
we  Called  upon  God ,  that  he  wight  heare  us :  fo 
wee  are  not  Intelligent  to  underhand,  that  hee 
Bid  heare  ns,  when  wee  called  upon  him.  God  did 
heart  us  when  we  called  upon  him  in  our  trouble  fin 
thetimeofthePlagve:  though  not  in  an  identi. 
call, yet  in  an  equipollent  maner^though  hee  did 
not  grant  what  we  did  defire ,  yet  did  he  grant 
what  wee  did  want :  perhaps  better  alfo, 

Expertus  loquar?  {hill  I  tell  you,  what 
Experience  hath  taught  me  t 

When  the  Plagve  beganne  to  kindle  in  our 
Parifli ,  and  our  Gentry  did  flyc,both  for  feare 
of  a  generall  combufiion  $  and  alfo  to  with¬ 
draw  the  fuell  from  the  flame ,  But  withall 
forboding  the  fatall  breaking  forth  of  the  Pe- 
fiilence, when  they  did  performethe  Kings  in¬ 
junction  to  the  full ,  railing  a  flock  againft  the 
time  of  the  infellion  :  nay,  leaving  a  fecond 
flocke  in  depofito  of  a  farre  larger  liberality, 
both  to  relieve  the  in fe fled  ,  and  to  eaje  the 
pootetradefmen ,who  could  not  beare  the  bur¬ 
den  of  a  fecond  taxation .  S>hall  Inotthinke, 
that  God  did  heare  ns  when  we  did  then  call  up¬ 
on  him  fin  that  time  of  our  trouble. 

When  both  our  (locks  did  deer  cafe,  and  our 
Infeflcd did  increafe  •  and  we  having  recourfe 
to  the  Cl  tie  and  County  ;  when  the  Magistrates 
of  them  both  did  receive  us,  both  with  a 
Brotherly  Rcliefe ,  and  with  a  Fatherly  ddvice. 
Sh  ill  Inot  fay,  that  God  did  then  Heare  m, 
when  we  did  then  call  upon  him,  in  that  time 
of  our  Trouble.  _ When

When,  in  the  Interim,  divers  private  per¬ 
form  did  fend  us  their  excellent  Bountie:  &s 
that  Honourable  Baron ,  the  Honour  of  y our  Ci- 
tie,  and  many  worthy  BcnefaSours  befides, 
whofc  Bountie,  if  my  poore  Prayers  may  pre- 
vaiie,  {hall  be  like  the  Aimes  of  that  charita¬ 
ble  Centurion ,  it  foallgoe  up  to  Heaven  a s  a  Me - 
moriall before  God.  That  thefegood  men 
were  Birred  up  ( without  our  feeking)  to  re¬ 
lee  ve  us,  in  our  great  ncctfiity  !  Shall  not  I 
fay  ,  that  God  did  He  are  m  then ,  when  we  calCd 
upon  him ,  in  that  time  of  our  T rouble  < 

Nay,  when  divers  fent  and  brought  us 
large  fummes  :  men  whofe  Names  I  hope  are 
written  in  the  Boeke  of  Life^j,  for  lam  fure 
their  Names  are  not  written  in  my  Booke  of 
Receipts*  That  ^zx{on%unknowne  (hould  fend 
usfuch  Relee fe,  fo;  that  it  feemed  to  us  ,  as 
the  Imageof  Di  ah  a  did  to  the  Ephefians ,  to 

bee  Aio7tzTe$,  to  b ec  Dropp’d  from  Heaven : 
fhall  I  not  fay,  that  God  did  Heare  m  ,  when 
wee  did  then  call  upon  him  ,  in  the  time^j  of  our 
Trouble 4 

Finally,  from  the  greateft  Magiftrate,  that 
did  Rule  or  doth  Rule  in  this  Citie,  in  that  In¬ 
fection  •  to  the  meanefi  Minifier  ferving  rn  the 
Suburbes.  Can  any  fay  confidently,  that  no 
infeffed,  or  infettious  perfon  came  into  his 
i  company,  eyther  occasionally ,  or  prefampta- 
|  ottjly,  or  malitioiifly  •>  Did  not  then  the  tnvifi- 
j  ble  hand  of  G  o  d  s  unffeakabk  Providence ,  beat 
I  backe 
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backe  the  pejlilent  Breath  of  that  poyfonous  Baft- 
liske,  faying  '  Oh  kill  not  this  my  poorc  fer- 
vant,who  doth  not  dreatne  of  thy  mortall  Con - 
tagion .  So  now  !  God  did  notonely  Heare 
U6  when  wee  did  call  upon  him •  but  moreover, 
he  did  heare  m  when  we  did  Not  call  upon  him ,  in 
that  time  of  our  T rouble . 

So  then.  That  wc  were  fo  mervailoujly  Re¬ 
lieved  :  and  that  we,  and  yce  too  were  fo  mi- 
raculoufly  Preferred.  Beyond  our  Invocation, 
beyond  our  Cogitation,  yea  beyond  our  Ima¬ 
gination  !  When  we  did  Not  Pray  4gu/*/ff,when 
we  did  not  thinke  of,  that  dreadfull deadly  Dan¬ 
ger.

Private 
Prayer ,is  Silver  :  Publique  Prayer, is  Cold :  but 
publique  Prayer  with  publtque  Fajling ,  in  the 

phrafe  of  Jr e njEus,  ptm  w&Ioa  iy- 

moj,  3  is  as  it  were  pure  Cold,  furpaffing  that 
of  ophir  and  Tombotu,  Not  that  I  meanc 
(eytherthe  opuseperatum ,  or  the  opus  eper an¬ 
tis  )  cythcr  the  Fajling ,  or  the  Faflers  to  bcc 
Meritorious :  that  point  of  pride  wee  refigne 
to  the  P  apiJIs  ^nd  to  the  Turks  too  .The  Turks 
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at  the  Hedge  of  Conftantinople ,  fafted  threes 
dajes :  and  afterwards,  aferibed  the  carrying 
of  that  goodly  City ,  to  the  (Merit  of  their 
folemne  Fafting,  but  1  ex  toll  it,  as  the  beft 
which  God  himfelfc  hath  ft  amped>  arid  cau- 
fed  to  be  tendered,  as  His  fine:  when  he  com- 
mandeth ;  Call  upon  met  in  the  time  of  Trouble  • 
and  I  will  hcare  thee . 

This  Excellent  Faft,  this  excellent  Cointu, 
publtfhed by  Gods  Vicegerent  ^  by  our  Kings 
Roy  all  Proclamation  j  fomc  fay,  feme  private 
people  did  weigh  in  their  ownc  Scales 5  in  their 
owne  S culls )  and  cryed  out  Mene  Mtne,  Tekel , 
that  it  u  weighed  in  the  BaHances,  and  is  found 
wanting:  too  light  by  one  grains  ^  becaufe  it 
wanted  two  Sermons ;  and  therefore  every  Fa- 
fting  day ,  they  wandred  Three  miles ,  to  meet 
with  a  Faft  minted  after  their  owne  Mindes .  If 
there  were  any  fuch !  I  will  bee  bold  to  tell 
them  what  they  are  -  even  in  the  Apoftles 

termes.  They  are  <xtu?c]oi,  and  £73x7^1  : 
they  are  mod  Csdbfttrd  Diforderly  people,  2VV 
quid gravius  dicam ,  that  I  charge  them  not 
with  a  more  grievous  tranfgrejfion. 

In  a  Publique  Tlague ,  toforfake  a  Publique^ 
F aft,  commanded b)publtque  Authority ,  upon  a 
private  Humour  !  The  Lord  lay  not  thatfinne 
to  their  charge. 

That  a  Sermon  is  ill u ft  re  jejuni  i  inflrumcntum 
&  ornamentum  -y  that  a  Sermon  is  an  excellen  t 
inftrument  Of  \ and  ornament  to  a publiqueFaft • 
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Prayer  and  Fafiing  with)  or  wit  boat  a  Sermon* 

I  know  and  acknowledge.  But  fo  to  mag¬ 
nified,  as  to  make  a  Sermon,  to  bee  the 

tcV:  » lwoq,the  E fence,  Feting,  and  very  Soules 
of  aFafi:  that  men  fticuld  efteemeofa 
without  a  Sermon,  as  Abraham  accounted 
of  Sarah  without  her  Life:  to  bee  but  a  Gencf.23.7 
Carkajjc  to  be  Buried,  and  Removed  out  of  their 
fight,  as  an  ugly  fpedaclc :  1  thinkc  there  is  no 
underftandmg  Chnftian,  who  doth  not  un¬ 
feigned  ly  condemne  it. 

And  for  Our  Fafi,  I  doe  praife  it,  and  God 

for  it. 

Firft,  we  found  (as  St.  Basils  phrafefor 
Fajting  is)  evi7 Ttdjrcc^ Tttyx  A&^/3ct,v$o3xj, 
we  had  fuch  agenerall  Rule  injoyned  by  pub- 
lique  authoritie  for  our  Faffing,  that  although

In  our  particular  o dffcmhlies ,  we  did  meet 
by  publique  command, (as  the  phrafeof  Epi-

'rti'cLv,  Religioujly  •  with  mod  admirable  de¬ 
vout  Prayers'*  and  then  A&t®  ttoA mw, 
prudently  •  not  prolonging  our  Prayers 
toofarre3forfeare  of  fpreading  the  Conta¬ 
gion.

yWTH  to  ^I«nu  ;  what  wee  {pared  chat 
Meate,  wee  gave  to  the  poorer.  And  which 
is  remarkeahfe  J  In  a  poore  Parifh,  the  able 
Parilhtoners  being abfent ,  and  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  oyerburthened .  yet  almoft  Halfe  an 
hundred  pounds  was  ray-fed'  this  way.  I 
conceive  fuch  a  Collection ,  was  more  com¬ 
modious  for  the  poore  Infected,  than  Two 
Sermons. 

And  yet  a  Sermon  we  had  •  and  fuch  a  Ser. 
mon  .  that  if  a  Preacher  fhill  difparage  it  •  I 
will  fay,  though  hee  Preach  him'elfe  into 
■^Ayre,  hee  fh  ill  never  make  the  like.  If  Lav- 
men  cry  Cramben  biscoff  am,  ■  that  they  cannot 
indurc  a  Printed  Sermon  to  bee  read  at  every 
Fafiings  l  ky  \  fcare  they  are  more  cm,  J, 
t  can  con/ctonable  Hearers.  And  for  both  Lay 
and  c/eargie  :  I  fay ,  That  Sermon  doth  deferve.

Although  G  o  d  doth  not  alwayes  an- 
fwcrc  our  Prayer  and  Fafling ,  in  (feciesj  in  the 
fame  kind :  but  is  more  kind  then  wee  expedh 
giving  better  things,  then  wee  do  cask,  or  hec 
doth  promt  fe.  Wc  aske  a  Tenement ,  he  doth  „ 
give  us  a  UMannour,  a  Lord  flip,  ova  Palaces. 

Wee  caS  upon  him  againft  A ,  to  take  a -

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my  th  z  plague:  he  doth  Heart  us  concerning 

M/ms  ,  and  doth  keepe  way  the  Famine. 
We  call  upon  him  to  take  the  Plague  out  of  our 
Tents ,  he  doth#  we  us,  and  doth  keepe  the 
Tents  of  VParre  out  of  our  Land. 

We  dee  call  upon  him,to  ceafethe plague:  God 
doth  Heart  as,  to  fanflifie  the  Plague. 

V pon  our  Prayer  and  F ajling,  God  doth 
make  the  Plague  his  inftrument ;  to  worke  in 
his  Children,  Innocence,  penitence ,  patiences, 
humiliation ,  fanHiftcation  ,  mortification.  O 
fstlix  culpa  iju a  talem  meruit  Redemptorem . 
Happy  is  that  plague  which  openeth  the  way  to 
Heaven,  to  us  miferable  Sinners. 

Notwithftanding,  at  that  Time,  God  did

Finally,  folly  to  confound  this  Libeller  !  (O

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that  I  were  able  to  put  all  Libellers  to  a  nail 
Non-plus)  whereas  he  hath  cited  foure  or  five 
places  of  Scripture,  to  prove,  that  Fafiing, 
Praying, md  Preaching,  are  the  chiefe  Antidotes, 
and  cure  againft  the  Plague  \  not  one  of  them 
hath  one  word  of  preachings  but  onely  they 
mention  Fafhngmd  Praying ,  and  Amendment 
of  Lifts  as  the  Meanes  for  that  purpofe.

Wherefore, what  a  Lying  Spirit  fath  centred 
into  the  mouth  of  that  falfe  Pr^/tf^who  taketh 
upon  him  to  foretell,  that  the  Plague  will  not 
abate }  untill  Sermons  be  joyned  with  Prayers  and 
Falling*,  in  places  inf  c«5icd  +  They  have  no 
Word  of God  for  them,  many  p3  fFages  of  Scrip* 
turt  implying  the  contrary 5  and  befides  all  this, 
Godin  his  blefFed  Mercy  towards  us,  hath 
refuted  him  by  a  reall  and  ocular  Demonftra- 
exorr,  as  hath  beenc  before  demonftrated.Blef. 
fed  be  God, who  blefleth  thofe ,  whom  thefe 
feditious  Ray  lers  doe  Curfew.

Wee  did  call  upon 
G edin  the  time  of.  the  Plague  fiod did  heare  us  in  that 
time  of  our  trouble-.  t  herefore  now  we  wilpraift  him. 

Out  of  the  aboundance  of  our  hearts  let  eur 
mouthes  fpeake ;  let  us  confdfe  with  our  mouthes, 
what  we  befcevf  in  ox^x  hearts,  we  did  callupen 
God  in  the  time-of  the  PlaauctGoddid  heare  us  in  that 
time  of eur  trouble.  T herefore  me Jhouldpraife  him. 

Here  each  of  us,  ought  to  be  a  n  Ecclefiafles.,  an 
Encomiajles,  tq  preach  the  Lords  Praifesfox  our 
Deliverie.  Here  each  of  us  ought  tp  be  a  Pfalmifi, 
a  Fasdodonmm,  alway  cs  Sing,  yea  to  Ring  out  his 
Praifes.  Here  again  do  I.bind  us  all  with  an  oath  1 
we  whoare  Preachers ,  O  that  our  {Tongues  might 
cleAve  to  the  Roofe  of  our  mouthes:  and  yee  that  arc 
trade  [men,  I  would  your  right  hands  might forget 
their  cunmng:if  we  ever  forget  to  pratfe  thee  o  Lord, 
who  diddefi  heare  us  in  the  time  of  the  Plague ,  in  that 
1  time  of.  ear  Trouble. 

But  the  thanks  of  many, are  recall  enough  •  too 
much  Fox  fraterca  Nihil,  like  the NightiegaB 
nothing  but  rwre.Notwithftanding  all  their  good- 
h  their  godly  worksfike  Giges,  they  are  in- 

csnfpicueus  and  invisible.  Therefore  we  (hould  ex- 
preffeour  Pratfe ,  as  worldlings  make  choyce  of 

their  wives,  (at  is  Plutarchs  phrafe  ( opScLhftots  xt 

AtJt/JyAcis:  both  by  ourf)'«,  &  fingers :  our  thanks 
fhould  be  both  bi'mufull-  to  fight,  tnd  bountiful!  foi 
:  weight'.boih  to  the  Eye^nd  from  the  Pmjz^>.  Our 
,  thanks  (h ouid  be  like  the  Light, Math. j.  \6.  They 
lliould  lojbine before  men,  that  they  jhpuld fiee^j  eur  f 

good 
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coed  works  ^andglorifie  our  father  which  is  in  heaven: 

el*  To  AcC^ot?eiv  e^ypv^  J^3v,  fayt'h  Theophylaft, 
that  thereby  we  might  extort  acknowledgement 
from  our  adversaries,  that  the  Papifts  fhould  fay, 
verily  the  Proteftants  do  blefi'e  God, for  their  blef- 
fed  Dehveranctr. 

To  which  purpofe  our  hands  fhould  write  in 
our  actions, tht  words  of  my  Text,  as  Pilate  did 
write  that  Title  on  the  Ctoffeiis  it  w<  re  in  "Hebrew, 

GreeXe^ and  Latins  •,  that  is, in  words  which  every 
one  that  paflVth  by  may  read.  We  did  call  upon  God 
in  the  time  of the  Plague  •  God  did  he  are  us  in  that 
time  of  our  trouble  :4W  behold  now  we  do  praife  him. 

loqui  fact/e  praflare  difficile  fay  th  Lad  anti  ui  if  o 
Praife  Go  d  by  words ,  is  a  very  cheap  rate,  but  to 
thankbim  by  om deeds  is  fomewhat  toochargea- 
b/e.  Howbeir  a  true  thankfud  Chriftian  will  doe  to 
<  o  D,as  Araunah  tffcf  to  David:  Sc  will  fay  to  God,  t  ^au,. 
as  Divide  id  to  Ardnnah':  As  a  King  will  he  give  to  jj  23.24. 
God,  praying  0  Lord  my  God accept  me :  but  he  [ 
will  protf  ft  wit  hall.  J  will  never  offer  any  thing  to 
1  Go  d  which  ft) a! I cojl  me  nothing . 

•  Now  we  necd  nor  inquire  Por  ihieObkiff  of  our 
gratitude  as  Vav'td  did  for  the  thiiOs  Of  his  chari- 
tygi.Sam  9.  i.  laying, « there  any left towhoml  way 
.  fbevo  kindnts  for  the  Lords  fake?  No  the  Lord  hitn- 
ftlfe,  doth  digit  0  demon  fir  are  &  dicifijhjc  eft-phrifi 
doth  as  it  were  point  at  the  very  perfohs, when  he 
hytb^inafmtich  ru  you  fhafldoe  it  tothfleafl  of  thefe 
my  Brethrtn,yo«  (hall  doe  ittome.  .M’:;'th,2 > .4°- 
I  drm.ind  then!  Are  there  arrvongft  us,no  Exiles  , 
from  Germany, no  Profelytes  from  Italy ,  nor  fir  an- ; 
gen  from' beyond  Sea,  who  nfty  exped  our  Cha  j 
nty,  by  the  Law  of  Hofpitaltty? . Are 
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Are  there  no  Converts  in  our  Country,  of  our 
Country? To whow-wr of  maintenance  isaftron- 
ger  argument  to  force  them  backe  to  Peperie,  than 
any  that  thebeft  learned  lefuite,  can  borrow  from 
the  mo  ft  learned  Cardinal  B  e  liar  mine-,  Ah  Burning 
utdfarving,mc  two  nnanfwerable  arguments  ( ex¬ 
cept  it  be  to  fomc  choyce  and  rare  Chriftians.) 

Are  there  in  your  Citie ,  no  Hospitals  in  the 
Countrey  no  Almef-houfes  ?  no  Colledges  in  the  F- 
niverfities  ?  no  Sclmles  in  Townes  ,  to  which  able 
thankful  people  may  bt  benef a  tiers, if  not  founders. 
As- you  have, travelled, did  you  never  fee  any  brid¬ 
ges  to  be  reared,  not  any  high  ways  to  be  repaired  ? 

In  the  V niverfities,  did  you  nevec  heare  of  any 
neceffitates,  poorc  Schtders ,  who  have  boeae  for- 
;  ced(like  the  Lapwing )  to  runne  out  of  their  ntfi 
with  their  Jbeil  on  their  head }  becaufe  they  have 
wanted  mcanes  to  tarry  there  till  they  have  beene 
able  tofjt  on  their  owne  wings. 

Out  of  the  V niverfities ,  did  you  never  know 
any  one  pauper  pi  too  ,  do  tint  l  not  one  poors  pious 
painefuS Preacher  f  whole  learning  is  commendable 
preaching  conformable, and  living  confcionable ;  yet 
is  his  eftate  almoft  mifcrable.  It  is  more  hleffed  to 
give, then  to  receivenhis  is  thy  own  faying.Blcfled 
Lordp  that  it  wetethy  doing, that  the  kmc  might 
be  faid.by  every  one  ofthine  owne  Tribe  of  Levi. 

Comnjfth  there  within  the  compatfc  of  your 
remembrance,  no  old fisptranuatedfervants,  whofe 
mafters  have  ufed  them ,  as  men  doe  their  dogges, 
keepe  them  whileft  they  me  young,  and  turns  them 
out  of  doom  when  they  are  eld :  or  as  dogges  to»r-r- 
ter,  makeufe  of  them  for  their  occafions ,  and 
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(hth  them effwhen  they  have  done  with  them. 

Not  to  travel  1  fo  farre:  in  our  oivne  parifhes,  arc 
all  our  Churthes  fo  beautified,  that  there  is  no  roome 
fora  thaxkefuil hand ,  toaddc  forae ornament  i 

Amongft  our  neighbours  ,  are  there  no  rv.devcs, 
nor  Orphans, nor  decayed  trade fme». 

To  draw  neerer  home !  have  we  none  poore  of  our. 
owne  kindred,  whom  we  might  take  from,  or  keepc 
from  being  a  burden  to  other  people  i  it  maybe 
fomeparifh  ?  Aworkcof  Chriftianitie  which  the 
Apoftlc  doth  commend  to  every  good  Chriftian , 
from  the  example  of  the  very  Heathen !  to  provide 
for  his  owntfamily.i.Tim.y.S.  To  draw  yet  neerer 
to  our  foults  j  are  there  no  impropriations ,  to  bee 
brought  in,  or  bought  in  for  the  Church  t  Thcre- 
fioring  of  an  impropriation  is  a  thankfgiving  indeed  t 
it  is  a  fieri  (ice  of  praife.  And  afl'uredly,  with fuch  a 
facrifice  Cod  will  be  well p leafed.  Doubtle$,by  any  of 
thefc,  God  will  be  highly  plea  fed  with  that  heavenly 
vertue  of  Gratitude.  If  a  gratefull  perfon  fhall  fay 
with  his  mouth, and  thinke  with  his  heart.  /  didcall 
ttpen  God  in  the  time  of  the  plague :  God  did ; heart  me. 
Therefore ,  Now  will  1  praife  him,  by  fuccouring 
fome  fuch  of  his  fervants  according  to  my  abilitie 
'and  opportunitie.  All  thefc  (as  1  conceive)  are 
good  objeffs  for  the  godly  Gratitude,  But  behold,  I . 
ffaew you (femper  ex cipio  Platonem ;  the  rejloring  of 
Impropriations  alwayes  excepted)  amoreexcelltnt 
way.  Charles  the  Empcrour,  and  Ferdinand  King  of 
Hangar te ,  meeting  in  a  plaine  betwixt  lnfprug  and 
Trent  in  Tirol ;  caufed  a  Pillar  to  be  pitched  there  in 
perpetuam  ret  memoriam ,  for  a  perpetual  memoriall 
of  Gods  goodnes,  who  had  permitted  them,  being 
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Brethren,  after  fo  many  yeeres,  once  more  to  meet 
together.  Herear  c  Pillars,  many  Pillars  , ;  of  this . 
goodly  pile  we  now  (land  under:  which  had  it  been 
fuffered  torunnetoruine,fome  few  yeeres  moredt 
might  have  dropp’d  down,to  the  danger  of  our  bo¬ 
dies,  and  tothe  detriment  of  our  foules  alfo.  Mee 
thinks  we  fhoul dkeepe  up  thefe  PilUrs ,  in  perpetuam 
reimemorum ,  for  an  eternall  monument,,  that  our 
Eternall  God, hath  permitted  us  Brethren ,  after  this 
fo  dreaded  a  Plague*,  once  more  to  meet  together . 

Second, this  motive,  by  another  fecond  to  none. 
The  Honour  and  Difhonour ,  which  our  Rejig  5  may 
enfue,  and  efehew  by  T  bis  aft  of  T  bankfulncs .  Will 
it  not  be  an  Honour  to  our  Religion, if  th*$  church  be¬ 
ing  beautified, (hall  equally  not excell  the  Popijh  La 
terane,  or  Turkifh  Sanfophia,  or  (for  ought  I  know) 
any  C  at  he  dr  all f\n,oi  necre  Chriftendom.  And  why 
may  not  the  materiall  Ornaments  of  this  T emple,2n- 
fwere  the  Formall  Beaune  thereof?  Since  Gods; 
facred  fervice ,  is  folemnly  (aid  thrive  every  day  in 
this  Sanfluarie :  Since  that  within  this  Church  and 
without  it  :  (  O  how  doth  my  foule  longto  (ee  the 
folemne  fitting  of  our  Citie  Migiftraresin  thofc 
Seats  againe  J  )  Since  in  this  Church  and  Church . 
yard, there  are  the  mod  &  befi  Ser.mSs{l  dare  fpeake 
it)  preached  every  weeke,  that  are  in  any  Church 
in  the  world  befides.  Whyfhould  not  thefe  excel- 
lent  buildings  bee  correfporvdent  to  thefe  Religious 
excellencies .  Let  us  moreover ,  take  away  that  re¬ 
proachful!  proverb, which  our  adverfarics  have  ta¬ 
ken  up  again  ft  us.  Pater  Nofier  did  build  up  Churches _ 
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Prate  plants  will  not  be  at  the  charges  ,  fo  much  as  to 
repaire  them.  The  truth  is  this: -this  Church  of  this 
Metropolis  ftisM  other -Church  of  St. Paulin  London^ 
and  thjt  fair t  fifler  thereof,  S&.Andrewes  in  Rochefier 
(if  venerable  Beda  may  be  beleeved )  was  bui/t  by 
Ethtlblrtf  aboue a  thoufand  yeeres  fince,  Anno  6o%< 
long  before  that  Popery; before  that  Popery  yPater  No- 
(icr  the  Latine  Liturgie  was  crept  out  of  th cneafi^ 
or  the  papacie  out  of  the Jhell.  In  truth  then  the  fit¬ 
ting  up  was,  and  now  the  keeping  up  of  this  famous 
Catbedrall  is  (God  be  blcfTed)  the  fruit  of  our  owm 
Religion . 


Bed<t 
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To  i\\z  accomplishing  of  the  latter, let  usconfider,*/ 
of  us  are  delivered  from  this  plague.  Many  of  i#s  have 
bin  delivered f rom  the^re^ plague alfo.Let  then  the 
remembrance  of  this  double  deliverance ,  be  an  at 
cra&i  ve  ro  a  double  concurrance ,  like  that  in  Luk .  2 1 , 
Let  the  Richcafl  their guifts  into  the  Treafury ,  and  let 
thqpoorealfa  bring  their  mites>  to  the  repay  ring  of 
the  Temple.  And  that  I  may  not  a<5t  the  Trumpeter > 
found  the  alfou  unto  other,&  not  fir  ike  one  firoak  my 
felfe .  I  will  fay  with  C*  far  ynot  he  >but  Eamiss:whh 
Gedeonjook  onme  &  dohkewife.  But  there  although 
I  fpcake  the  words  of  a  Commander ,  yet  not  in  com- 
mading  wordsixhzy  are  but  hortatory^ though  indeed 
heartyno  wave  from  me  that  imputatio  with  which 
Chaff  chargeth  the  Pharifees,Mat  i^.^As  though l 
jhouldbind  burthens  grievous  to  be  born  for  other  mens 
fholders^andnot  to  touch  them  with  mine  ome  Finger . 
And  withall,  my  hearud oth  fpcake  in  the  eares  of 
Cod  and  man;  when  /  have  done  all  1  cany  I  am  but  an 
unprofitable fervatyLuk  i7.i.Somewhat(according 
to  my  meaneSjbut  fhort  of  my  ddire)  fomewhat  1 
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have  promifed,  and  fomewhat  I  have  performed, ! 
But  now !  in  praife  of  that  God ,  who  did  pica fe  to  i 
hearer  my  pocre  Prayers  in  this  time  of  our  Trouble^ 
in  the  time  of  the  Plague  !  I  will  treble  that  Property 
cn.lf  others  wil  do  the  fame,!  doubt  not3but  there 
will  beafpeedy  finilhing  ofthiscoftly  building. 

Although  I  know, that  iiallmy  maintenance  were 
to  be  difiributed  to  the poorer there  were  hands  enow 
in  mine  own  Parijl)  to  receive  it :  Notwithftanding 
thattwr^  of  cbarityjfitz  the  kine  in  Pharaohs  dream, 
mufi  not  eat  up  this  work  of  Piety: but  this  alfo  muft 
be  performed.  Although  I  conje&urc  that  my 
maintenance  will  Hand  to  th o.  health  of  my  Tan/bjs 
the  Heliotr opium  doth  to  the  Sun:  that  it  will  be  in- 
larged  or  Narrowed^ according  to  the  fining  or  clou¬ 
ding  thereof.  Although  I  conceive  a  Quinquennium ^ 
that  as  I  did  in  the  Great  Plague ,  foin  This  Plague ,  I 
fliall  fecle  the  confequents  of  this  Sicknes  in  my  purfe 
for  five  years  after  :  yet  with  Gods  5fliftance,if  1  live, 
I  wiLperformc  this  point  of  piety, although  I  fpare 
it  from  my  childrens  or  from  mine  own  belly 
to  difeharge  it.  Wherefore,glve  me  lea ve(right  Ho - 
nour able  jright  Wo4*\  and  right  dearly  beloved  in  the 
Lord)  give  me  leave, to  fay  that  to  you, which  I  doe 
to  mineewne  foule.  if  we  did  call  upon  God  fin  the  time 
of the  plague  \  if  we  doe  think  that  God  did  heart  us  in 
that  time  of  our  Trouble  :  Then ,  Let  us  now  praife 
him  with  TbankfuO  heart x,and  C heer full  tongues % and 
BountifuU  hands .  Let  out  praife  of  God,  be  fliowne 
and  (cene  in  this  Houfe  of  God. 

To  the  7  hank  full 5  C  heer  e full,  and  BountifuU  per¬ 
formance  whereof  •  G  o  D,even  our  own  God  grant 
vs  a  Blejjing .
